For community leader, Lil- 
lian Woods, it was a case of

thaa to burn,’? And Adam Rog- 
ers of the Young Men for Ac- 
tion was ‘tired of living in 
match boxes,?’ 

EOC Area Director, John 
Burr, warned that Hunters 
Point is ‘‘on the move?’ and 
has ‘*Potential young leaders 
who are not going to allow 
their community to fall,” He 
also touched on the smal 
group of home-owner opposi- 
tion and made a plea for them 
to join in solving the ghetto 
problems ‘thand-in-hand’?, 

Several property owners, 
such as Mrs, Ethel Garling- 
ton, Mrs, Ruth Williams, Mr. 
Ruel Brady, and others who 
endorsed the application and 
asked the opposition group for 
a plea for unity, 

Local Model Cities chair- 
man, Sylvester Brown denied

Carr calls the facility a 
multi-prupose center to serve 
the needs of the entire com- 
munity, However, though they 
have been there for nearly 
two months he indicates that 
they have received little re- 
action from the community, 

In a recent dance the group 
gave more than five-hundred 
youth turned out, The groupis 
presently meeting with the 
youth in the area in an effort 
to organize some programs 
around the needs of the youth, 

Carr reports that through 
the Mayor certain funds have 
been promised for operation 
of the facility. However, to 
date they have not received a 
cent, 


Two Model Cities Proposals 


Hunters Point 
& Mission 


Last year the city turned 
down the opportunity to apply 
for the federally financed) 
Model Cities program. Specu- 
lation was that certain pol- 
- jticians saw some political 
risk in bringing the program 
to the city. The fact was that 
many property owners turned 
out at a city wide meeting to 
protest the plan, They expres~ 
sed fears of having their pro- 
perty taken, and having the 
Federal government further 
intervene in local government, 

The Model Cities unlike the 
Anti-Poverty Program in- 
cludes a greater area thanthe 
target areas which are class- 
ified as poverty areas, In- 
cluded in the Model Cities 
area are the home owners and 
middle income families, and 
these are the persons whore- 
ject the plan, These persons 
might be generally classified 


as the same ones that have 
been extreemly critical of the 
poverty programs, aad who 
also voiced the racist neigh- 
borhood schools concept at 
recent Board of Education 
heargins on school integra- 
‘tion, 

Nevertheless, it appears 
that the fast moving Mayor 
Alioto is determined to bring 
the Model Cities program to 
our city, Notwithstanding op- 
position against the plans for 
either Hunters Point or Mis- 
sion, he has already submitted 
proposals for both areas for 
planning grants. For a while 
it appeared that the M‘ssion 
area might be left out, be- 
cause of the tremendous op- 
position to the program in that 
area, This problem was ten- 
tatively resolved when the 
mayor submitted the pro- 
grams on a contingency basis, 
The contingency being that an 
area must have broad based 
community support to get the 
model cities grant, which in 


effect means that differences 
must be resolved with the 
opposition, or that commun- 
ity support must be broad en- 
ough to make the opposition 
insignificant. The problem 
now is to determine exactly 
what the Mayor is intending 
to do. Will the program go 
to the Mission area or will 
it go to the Hunters Point 
area, will both get it, or will 
neither get it? 

Recently when the Mayor 
appeared in Hunters Point in 
a meeting chaired by Mrs. 
Oceola Washington, and Mr. 
Sylvester Brown, Chairman, 
and Co-Chairman of the Co- 
ordinating Council the Mayor 
promised that the grant would 
be given on a competitive 
basis, The community with the 
broadest support from its res- 
idents would get the grant, 
However, John Anderson, the 
Mayor’s top aid has indicated 
that the grant might very well 
be split between Mission and 
Hunters Point,

Shipyard 
Program 
for Youth 


The Hunters Point Naval 
Ship Yard is jointly involved 
in a training program with 
the Neighborhood Youth Corps. 
Basically the program in- 
volves training young men to 
be machinists. 

During the training the young 
men receive $1.35 per hour. 
In the training process they 
actually make various parts 
for ships, and other metal 
items. The training program 
is much like the actual job 
setting. The young men must 
report to work on time every 
morning and put in a full 
eight hours. 

Mr. William Wolsiffer, a 
Foreman Machinist directs the 
program. He stated that since 
December 5, 1966 a total of 
132 young men have gone 
through the program, 35 of 
these persons have jobs in 
the ship yard paying $3.01 - 
$3.27 per hour, about 25 are 
employed in industry, armed 
services, and the Job Corps. 

Upon completion of the pro- 
gram each trainee receives 
a certificate. However, the 
primary interest of the youth 
is to get a good paying job, 
The program has three in- 
structors, Frank Rodriguez, 
William Mims, and Al Fong. 

All trainees that wish to 
work in the ship yard must 
first pass a helpers test. The 
instructors provide the youth 
with all the necessary training 
to pass the test. After passing 
this test they are then eligible 
to get jobs as helpers in the 
ship yard. The job as helper 
pays $3.01 per hour. 

Most of the young men in- 
volved in the program feel 
that it is very helpful. Ernest 
Polunsy has been in the pro- 
gram for four months now and 
he stated that he thought the 
program was an educational 
one. He stated that some of 
the youth in the program have 
not finished school, and that 
the program gives them good 
training in math and English, 

Peter Williams, a young 
man who has passed the help- 
ers test, is now waiting for 
an opening. He attributes his 
passing of the helpers test to 
the training he received in 
the program. Neilson Bates 
has also passed the helpers 
test and is now waiting for an 
opening. 

Charles Callum, has been 
in the program for four months 
how, and he analized the op- 
portunites in the program this 
way, ‘They have a good chance 
of they develop self disci- 
pline. If they have a childish 
attitude they can’t make it.”’ 

The outstanding thing about 
the program is that the youth 
involved seem to have faith 
in its ability to produce job 
opportunites for them. This 
is rare.

A recommendation, by a 
committee of one, of the San 
Francisco Park & Recreation 
Commission that a 50¢ fee 
be charged to persons over 
16 and under 65 was taken 
‘cunder advisement?’ and post- 
poned until sometime in June. 

At its April meeting Com- 
mission members found their 
small meeting room crowded 
with neighborhood represen- 
tatives of Hunters Point, Mis- 
sion, and Western Addition, 

Opposition was clear and 
specific from neighborhood 
: citizens of San Francisco’s 

hetto areas, Their complaint 
@.:: two-fold, first that the 
Park and Recreation has had 
a long standing policy and 
practice of segregation 
through unequal facilities and 
services to those areas of the 
city, And along with this was 
the general attack that such 
an admission fee would 
‘emerely place further burden 
on citizens who cannot now 
live within their small wages.’’ 
It was also felt by many that 
such a fee was a discrimina- 
tion of those unemployed or on 
welfare, 

Adam Rogers of Hunters 
Point went further to question 
the “lack of Black represen- 
tation’? on the Park and Rec- 
reation Commission, 

Harold Brooks of the Bay- 
_ view area asked the Commis- 
sion to ‘cease deliberation 


Welfare Residency 
Rules Invalidated 


A three judge United States 
District. Court today ordered 
the State and county welfare 

_ departments to disregard all 
of the residency requirements 
in determining the eligibility 
of welfare applicants. In a 
case brought by the San Fran- 
cisco Neighborhood Legal As- 
sistance Foundation, the Court 
enjoined the enforcement of 
residency requirements in all 
of the State aid programs and 
the counties’ general as- 
sistance. Any needy person 
will now be eligible for wel- 
fare as soon as he arrives 
in California with the inten- 
tion to. remain here. Pre- 
viously, welfare applicants had 
to be in the State for periods 
of from one to five years be- 
fore receiving benefits. County 
aid applicants formerly hadto 
agree to be sent back to their 
home state. It is estimated 
that the additional cost to 
the welfare department will be 
about $8 - 10,000,000 annually. 

Cases similar to this have 
been brought in about ten dif- 
ferent states. The U. S. Su- 
preme Court will be hearing 
arguments on three of these 
residence cases.

Lunch Program 


Questions 


“The Public School Free 
Lunch Program does not begin 
to feed San Francisco’s hun- 
gry children and undoubtedly 
violates legal standards,’’ at- 
torney Kenneth Hecht of the 
San Francisco Neighborhood 
Legal Assistance Foundation 
told the Board of Education 
Tuesday night. 

25,000 needy children 
should be receiving free lun- 
ches, if the Education Code’s 
definition of a needy child as 
‘sone who does not otherwise 
receive proper nutriment’’ is 
properly applied. Further- 
more, figures in aschool staff 
report just released indicate 
that some schools in well-to- 
do areas give out many free 
lunches while some in poverty 
areas give none at all. 

Mr. Hecht says his inves- 
tigations have disclosed a 
wholly haphazard and capric- 
ious administration of the 
school lunch program, which 
maintains no records of ap- 
plications for free lunches, 
and no orderly process for 
considering applications, 

“Since the school system 
gives the program no pub- 
licity, many poor parents do 
not know of it,’’ he said,

The general concensus was 
that any fee would be rejected 
because of the arguments and 
other alternatives presented, 
There was also a warning 
from one Youth For Ser- 
vice member, Percy Pinkney, 
that hundreds of their mem- 
bers would block the Zoo gates 
if such a decision ona fee 
of 50¢ was passed, ; 


These inadequacies raise 
Serious questions of constitu- 
tional guarantees of due pro- 
cess of law, Since needy child- 
ren receive differential treat- 
ment, equal protection under 
the law seems also tobe lack- 
ing. : 

‘““Many potential sources of 
funds exist by which the wholly 
inadequate school district 
budget of $54,000 might be 
supplemented,’’ said Hecht, 
“These include: the general 
school district budget, a 
specially levied tax which the 
law~authorizes and monies 
which could be diverted from 
the welfare department or the 
City budget,’’ 

An expanded school lunch 
program would provide a 
golden opportunity to train 
persons living in the poverty 
areas for cafeteria jobs, Such 
employment would be ideal 
for mothers whose working 
hours. would coincide with the 
school day and who could re- 
main close to home. Schools 
lacking cafeteria facilities 
could utilize catering services 
or cold lunches, 

Mr. Hecht states that the

In The Land of the Free 
Out of the Night 


For a woman living alone, 
husband killed in Vietnam, 
with her children the night can 
mean some anxiety. Accord- 
ing to one woman in the area 
it means that she has little 
or no real privacy. 

According to Mrs. Willie, 
she heard a knock at the 
door one night, she replied 
to ‘wait a minute’ because she 
was only half dressed, 

But before she could go to 
the door in walked a police 
officer. As she relates, the 
officer did not answer her 
question when she inquired as 
to why he ‘just walked in,’ 
It seems his reply was only 
that she was ‘stupid for leav- 
ing the door unlocked.’ Mrs. 
Willie explained that in her 
neighborhood she felt it was 
not necessary, 

She then protested because 
the officer began searching 
the house and going from room 
to room making various com- 
ments about the condition of 
the house. He also questioned 
Mrs. Willie as to where she 


did dump her trash and gar- 
bage and, as she told him, 
he responded, as she said, 
by calling her a ‘liar’. 

When she attempted to close 
the front door because it was 
cold and she was only half 
dressed she was, as she re- 
calls, ‘grabbed by the wrists 
and thrown into a chair and 
cursed at’. Several racial in- 
ferences were also made, ac- 
cording to her. 

Then still wearing very 
little, she explained that she 
was coaxed outside to show 
the officer and his partner 
where she put her trash and 
garbage. Finally as they were 
leaving she was able to find 
out what all the trouble was, 
a small bit of an address, 
hers, from an Occupant mail- 
ing advertisement was found 
with some dumped garbage 
about three blocks down the 
street. Her last recollection 
was that one of the officers 
said there were ‘others ad- 
dresses now to run down.”

Fleishhacker and Mr. Mont- 
gomery as the actual rents 
to be charged——are beyond the 
reach of poor people, The 
Family Service Agency be- 
lieves that more housing for 
poor people is urgently need- 
ed and must be probided, and 
that in order to provide such 
housing there must inevitably 
be rent subsidies guaranteed 
by the city or, through city- 
sponsored projects, by the 
Federal Government, Cer- 
tainly a city that can consider 
tearing down a recently-con- 
structed baseball stadium and 
investing millions in another 
stadium while itforegoes pro- 
viding rent subsidies for the 
needy poor needs to re-ex- 
amine its priorities and its 
sense of values, 

The Family Service Agency 
of San Francisco recognizes 
the definite need for mod- 
erate-priced housing within 
the city, and commends the 
public-spirited approach and 
motivation of Mortimer 
Fleishhacker, Jr. in investing 
in Martin Luther King Square 
at absolutely no profit tohim- 
self or to his family and with 
great outlay of time and ener- 
gy. We recognize that Mr. 
Fleishhacker has made use of 
every existing form of sub- 
sidy—_cheap land, cheap 
financing, the best possible 
commitment from the Housing 
Authority—and he has coup- 
led this with economical 
design by excellent, cost-con- 
cerned architects. Neverthe- 
less the rents are too high 
for poor people. Thus it is 
obvious that government rent 
subsidies or other financial 
assistance that could cut rents 
will be mandatory if housing 
for the poor is to be built, 

However, when the first de- 
velopment in A2— Martin Lu- 
ther King Square—is de- 
signed as moderate-priced 
housing, it only increases the 
frustration in the black com- 
munity and hampers the de- 
velopment of the mutual trust 
that is essential for peace- 
ful relations and productive 
growth, 

Failure to halt redevelop- 
ment in A2 until an adequate 
plan for community participa- 
tion is designed—and es- 
pecially failure to halt con- 
struction of Martin Luther 
King Square, which The 
Family Service Agency of San 
Francisco views as a com- 
munity crisis—may lead to 
violence, so great is the ten-, 
sion and frustration in the 
community, The Family Serv-.

“T was in Watts and I found 
that a wild rumor of an in- 
nocent girl being raped was 
the thing that started it all,” 

This was the opinion of: 
General Nurre, commander 
of the state National Guard, 
who addressed a public gath- 
ering March 23 at the San 
Francisco Neighborhood Re- 
development Agency, 201 
Southridge Rd. 

The Rev. Charles H. Lee, 
pastor of the Ridge Point 
Methodist church, chaired the 
meeting which attracted ap- 
proximately 25 persons, 

The question of the Huaters 
Point disturbance last sum- 
mer, and the National Guard’s 
function in quelling any future 
uprisings, was brought into 
focus by Rayford Riley and 
Edward Stringer, EOC com- 
munity worker and assistant 
area director, respectively, 

“J have done a great deal 
of study on the various re- 
volts and I have found that 
some small element can touch 
off the fatal spark,’’ the Gen- 
eral noted, 

“The lesson learned from 
the Detroit affair was that 
the Guardsmen should not have 
loaded or fixed bayonets,?’ 
the General continued, He fur- 
ther pointed out that his men 
were not now permitted to 
load or fix bayonets until or- 
dered to do so, 

Riley and Stringer con- 
teaded that some kind of re- 
lated identity labels should be 
established amoung the local 
police, the National Guard and 
certain EOC personnel, This, 
they agreed, would serve to 
enhance further co-operation 
and broaden the sphere of 
communications, 

Mrs, Osceola Washington, 
Redevelopment community 
worker, noted that the Hunters 
Point embroilment could have 
been peacefully suppressed 
had the police listened to the 
citizens group on hand. —_A.H,

Apprenticeship Program 


What, Where, & How! 


Person interested in ap- 
plying for work-in apprentice- 
able trades or in securing 
information regarding such 
programs are encouraged to 
contact either the Apprentice- 
ship Information Center, lo- 
cated at 1748 Market Street, 
or the Division of Apprentice- 
ship Standards, 305 Golden 
Gate Avenue, 

Apprenticeship programs 
consist of on-the-job training 
combined with formal school- 
ing, all of which is designed 
to prepare the individual for 
journeyman (skilled worker) 
status in a specific trade or 
craft, These systems of 
‘learning while earning’? are 
State registered, unionized, 
and usually last four years, 
Under supervision, the ap- 
prentice works eight hours per 
day, and—as stipulated by 
law-—attends school two even- 
ings per week for a total of 
144 hours per year, 

As far as salary is con- 
cerned, the indentured worker 
(apprentice) usually receives 
pay ranging from 40% to 60% 
of the journeyman’s salary, 
This applies, however, totime 
spent on the job and not to 
hours spent in school, No pay 
is given for classroom at- 
tendance, 

High school graduates who 
fall within the proper age 
group and who meet other 
minimum requirements are 
eligible for admission to qual- 
ifying exams. In some in- 
stances possession of a high 
school diploma may be waived, 
but usually the committees that 
determine entrance qualifica- 
tions regard possession of a 
high school diploma as fun- 
damental and necessary. The 
rationale underlying this de- 


cision can be found, perhaps, 
in the belief that the ap- 
prentice is better equipped 
to perform the required class- 
room work if he has first 
completed high school, The 
supplemental schooling is jun- 
ior college level, andatrainee 
may elect to take (in addi- 
tion to prescribed job-related 
courses) academic courses 
leading to an Associate in 
Arts degree upon completion 
of the four year training pro- 
gram, 

Besides having a high 
school diploma, applicants 
must sometimes give evidence 
of having taken certain per- 
tinent shop courses and hav- 
ing maintained at least average 
grades in math and/or the 
physical sciences, Also, there 
are upper and lower age limits, 
These varyfrom trade to trade 
but the minimum age is 
usually 18 and the maximum 
is usually 23 or 24, Ofcourse, 
there are certain health re- 
quirements, Apprentices in- 
dentured to perform physically 
demanding work, for example, 
must be in exceptionally good 
health, Height, weight, and 
manual dexterity may be 
other factors in determining 
eligibility, 

During recent months the 
Apprenticeship Information 
Center has been recruiting 
young men for the Sheet Metal 
Trade, Anyone interested in 
obtaining specific information 
regarding requirements for 
this program (high school di- 
ploma NOT required) is re- 
minded to contact the Infor- 
mation Center, 1748 Market, 
prior to April 26, Other pro- 
grams currently active include 
the Surveyors, Piledrivers, 
and Operating Engineers,

Dear Community 

The Bayview Community 
Center needs your assistance. 
I am sure you will under- 
stand the importance of re- 
viving this organization's ac- 
tivities when you are remind- 
ed of the composition of the 
population it serves. Census 
information reports the fol- 
lowing: 

1, The area comprises ap- 
proximately 15% of San Fran- 
cisco’s total acreage. It 
houses approximately 51,000 
people, 30% of whom live in 
units provided by public hous- 
ing. 

2. Approximately half of the 
people are below 20 years of 
age, and of those over 25, 
more than 60% have less than 
a high school education. 

3. The unemployment rate 
is three times higher than the 
city average. 

4, One-third or more ofthe 
population has an income of 
$4,000 or less per year, 

Besides low incomes and 
other poverty-related prob- 
lems, the entire area lacks 
sufficient facilities -for the 
constructive development and 
expression of potential crea- 
tive ability. Pent up feelings

The presence 
of English Red Coats to enforce these laws only served to increase their

“The way to get rid of these soldiers is to attack the main guard! 
Strike at the root! This is the nest!”, cried a tall, strapping Negro seaman, 
named Crispus Attucks, who had escaped from slavery twenty years before. 
As the guns of the panic-stricken soldiers went off — there lay Crispus, 
“The first to defy and the first to die”, one of five who were killed in the 
first skirmish in America’s fight for freedom, known today as the Boston 


massacre. 


From then on,a memorial service was held every March 5th at Boston’s 
Old South Meeting House until the War for American Independence officially 


began. é 


Though it was not the general rule to include Negroes in military ser- 
vice, as many patriots did not welcome arming them, nevertheless, 5,000 


served America and the ideal of liberty and equality. 


In the battles at Bunker Hill, Brandywine, Newport, and every major 
conflict, Negroes are credited with outstanding acts of heroism. 


Bus Rides Bring 
Questions 


Although it has been several weeks since the unfortunate 
robbery and shooting took place ona bus bound for the Hunters 
Point Naval Shipyard, San Francisco policemen are still 
riding buses on the Hunters Pointhill area. This police escort 
exists inspite of the fact that the fatal shooting did not occur 
on a bus route which directly serves the Hunters Point hill 
area. The particular bus route only circles the Hunters 
Point-Bayview. Whereas, the bus route which goes through 
the Hunters Point housing projects in the hill area has been 
and was more directly affected because of the tragic incident. 

Daily and around the schedule a policeman is riding each 
of the three bus routes in and out of Hunters Point. Just 
after the fatal shooting and robbery there was, for a time, 
limited or no bus service in the Hunters Point area. But it 
was very ironic that the last service to be resumed was the 
bus route serving directly into the Hunters Point hill area, 
also known as the ‘‘Silver’’ bus. 

During the absence of bus service, hundreds of persons 
were innocent victims and, in reality, punished for some- 
thing they had no part in, and did not even occur on their 
particular bus route. Infact, service was not resumed as 
soon as City Hall announced that it was resumed. The result 
was that, for instance, mothers were deprived of getting such 
essentials as milk or medicine, since the nearest market or 
drug store, inmostcases inHunters Point, is more than walk- 
ing distance, 

But whatever the cost, temporary anguish or insult, or the 
continuing feeling of mistrust on the part of either Hunters 
Point citizens or those some claim ‘‘are acting out of prejudice 
and hysteria,’’ there is also a financial cost to the whole 
city. 

Thousands of dollars in money, some overtime is being 
spent to put police officers on the three buses. At an average 
over $4,75 per hour per man the City of San Francisco is

providing neighborhood tours for their employees. 

It also seems that such a cost couldhave been avoided long 
ago if anyone had ever listenedto or read a program proposal 
which was put forth by the Young Men for Action of Hunters 
Point. The Young Men’s plan was to place one of their members 
on buses which rode through their neighborhood, But their 
plan was ignored, it is still being ignored. 

In the meantime citizens in the area are voicing their feeling 
that they are being insulted and singled out for, in some cases, 
racial reasons. Their argument being that had, for instance, 
such an incident happened on some bus route in the Sunset, all 
white middle-class citizens of that area would not have been 
held in suspect and had their bus service cut off. 


Youth Speaks — 


The recent death of Rev. Martin Luther King marks the 
climax of the black people’s fight for civil rights and equality. 
Now they must decide whether to take the road of violence, 
or of non-violence, 

The road to violence, advocated by Stokley Charmichael, 
and pressed farther by the theme, “The white people have 
suppressed our riots by keeping us in our own neighborhoods, 
closing the road of violence ot us. Then, as riots became 
less potent we began to turn to Martin Luther King’s way, 
the way of non-violence, But now, the white man has even 
killed him. Violence gets us nothing, and when we try non- 
violence they kill the one maa who could suppress violence. 
They won’t let us make any kind of progress, They’ll 
kill us if we advocate non-violence anyway, so lets’ go down 
down fighting.’ 

There is also the road of non-violence still advocated by 
Rev. Martin Luther King’s followers. Powered now by the 
theme ‘Martin Luther King believed in non-violence. He died 
fighting for civil rights and equality, still believing in non- . 
violence, He died for the black people of this country, fighting 
in a way which he believed to bethe only way. Don’t make his 
death in vain, AS he said, ‘He had a dream,’ and he believed 
that non-violence was the only way to make his dream come 
true, Now we must carry on, We must make his dream come 
true so that his life, his beliefs, and his death would not have 
been in vain.’’ 

The black people of this country must make their choice, ' 
whether to follow Stokley Charmicheal or continue in Martin 
Luther King’s footsteps, 

There are, however, many people like me, who are not 
strong enough to follow Martin Luther King. I feel that non- 
violence is the ultimate in perfection as a method to gain our 
cause, But I am not the maa the Rev. Martin Luther King | 
was, Icannot turn the other cheek, And] also feel that the 
situation is much like war. A peaceful settlement is fine. 
But if there can’t be a peaceful settlement there must be war, 
if you’re attacked you fight. 

I feel that as long as there are men, some will be greedy, 
power hungry, and racists, So there can’t be complete peace 
or complete equality until there is some major change in 
the human race, 

So, like the black people of America, the white people of 
America, and the other people of the world must make their 
choice, between equality and peace or racism and war.

HISTORY IN LIES : 

The white man in America has been manipulating history 
long before his Russian brothers ever thought about it, 
Presently ghetto children in Black, Spanish speaking, and 
other non-white neighborhoods across this nation are given 
a brand of history which justifies every act of inhumanity

found in the shellfish during 
‘the summer and early autumn 
months. Mussels may be used 
for bait, but must be broken 
open and placed in containers 
\plainly labeled in large print 
“‘Mussels may contain poison. 
Unfit for human food’’. During 
the quarantine period, the dark 
meat of clams can also be 
dangerous and should be dis- 
carded. Only the white meat 
should be eaten; andthe clams 
should be thoroughly cleaned 
and washed before cooking. 
In digging clams, they should 
be taken only from areas free 
of sewage contamination. As 
the dangerous shellfish cannot 
\be distinguished in appearance 
‘from the harmless ones, it is 
UNSAFE to eat mussels 
or clams from California 
coastal waters until Novem- 
ber.

“Viet-Nam Diary” ‘The Black Power Revolt’ 


Although scores of books 
have been written about Viet 
Nam by correspondents and 
politicans, the war is viewed 
for the first time through 
the actual experiences of a 
young American Negro draftee 
in a day-to-day diary. 

David Parks, son of photo- 
grapher-journalist Gordon 
Parks, describes his life as 
a foot soldier in the U. S. 
Army from his induction 
through eight months of ac- 
tive combat. Titled “G. L 
Diay,’’ the book is published 
by Harper & Row. 

In it Parks relates his reac- 


tions to Army life, the shock ~ 


of encountering race prejudice 
for thefirst time, the brutaliz- 
ing poverty ofthe Vietnamese, 
and his horror as many of the 
men he fights with are killed. 

David Halberstam, the Puit- 
zer Prize winning war cor- 
respondent, calls the book ‘‘an 
American classic.’ James 
Jones writes: “‘David Parks 
has written an honest and 
moving document. It is the 
more moving by its very in- 
nocence and _ unsophistica- 
tion.’ Following are excerpts 
from *‘G, I, Diary:”” 

January 8, 1966, boot camp 

““They work us harder than 
the average college student. 
But there’s a reason. We are 
learning how to kill, while the 
college student is learning 
how to live.”’ 

January 15, 1966 

“Three more funerals this 
week for soldiers killed in 
Vietnam, Guys who were 
trained here at Riley. It’s 
depressing to hear the gun 
salute and the last bugle call 
for them. You can’t help think- 
ing they might be sounding for 
you someday.”’ . 

March 19, 1966 

“Never had such bad feel- 
ings against white guys before 
either. But then ve never met 
white guys like these before. 
They don’t let you forget that 
you’re colored and they’re 
white for one minute. Ive 
never thought so much about 
color before, even at school 
when I was the only soul.’’ 

January 16, 1967 

“‘This isa real poor country. 
Everywhere you go people are 
on their knees begging. Some 
of the Whiteys dig this sort of 
thing and make a game of it. 
We're riding along and there’s 
a group of hungry kids. Some- 
one throws a piece of bread 
on the road. The kids go for 
it like a pack of wolves. Often 
one of them gets hit by a truck 
or several get hurt in the 
scramble,”’ 
March 7, 1967 

‘“‘While we were making a 
body count Sgt. Young kicked 
a VC’s body to see if he was 
really dead. He had to be. 
Bullets had punctured him 
from head to toe. Young asked 
for my knife. I gave it to him 
and watched him cut off the 
VC’s finger and remove agold 
ring. I walked away real quick. 
I didn’t wait for my knife 
because I was too sick.’’

SEX EDUCATION: 

There have been many questions about the Safe Period, 
Pll try to answer them by explaining what the Safe Period 
is, when it is, who is safe, and why. 

The Safe period is that part of the month when a woman 
cannot beomce pregnant because at that time her body does 
not have an egg that is ripe for fertilizing. An egg becomes 
ready ABOUT 14 days before the woman’s menstrual period, 
Any sexual intercourse around this time can make you 
pregnant. The exact days in which this is taking place are 
not h 
not the same month after month and many vary extremely 
in any one woman, Scarcely any woman has menstrual 
periods that come on the same day of the month and so whea 
menstrual periods vary that means that the days of safety 
vary too. 

There are no outward signs that we can See or feel that 
tell us what is happening inside our bodies between periods 
and this makes it almost impossible without a doctor’s 
help to calculate the Safe Period, the days of the month when 
the egg cannot become fertilized, 

Unless you are willing to go to a doctor for several 
months or even as long as a year and with his help learn 
exactly how to calculate your own safe period, it is better 
not to rely on the Safe Period to avoid pregnancy, 

If you rely on the Safe Period as a method of avoiding 
pregnancy you have to be very strict with yourself and avoid 
sex relations except during the Safe Period, That is another 
reason why I believe that the Safe Period is not Safe, for 
most of us. This method of birth control is called the 
rhythm method, 

Now, one of the reasons people become confusedis because 
when women take the birth control pills we tell them that 
they are safe all the time, This is true, and there is a simple 
explanation for this. When you are taking the Pills exactly 
as your doctor tells you to, your body is not ovulating, That 
means that your body is aot releasing an egg. Since there 
is no egg to be fertilized, you cannot become pregnant as 
long as you are taking the Pills, Youare safe until you decide 
to stop the Pills altogether, whether you stop ater three 
months, one year, or two years, 

Most pills are made to be taken for 20 or 21 days, and then 
you STOP for 5 days to a week and have a menstrual period, 
You are safe for this period, too, as long as you start 
taking the pills again on the right day, 

Some of the newer pills are made in such dosages that 
you don’t have io stop taking them for any time during the 
month, You continue to take a Pill every day of every month 
and the result is the same as with the Pills that require 
stopping for a few days, Whatever kind you are taking, you 
are safe throughout the month, as long as you take the pills 
exactly according to directions, 

If you should forget even for one day to take the Pill or 
if you have any question about whether you’ve taken the Pill 
correctly be sure to use foam or jelly or a condom (rubber) 
until you can check back with the doctor or clinic to make 
sure you are protected, 

Mrs. S, S, asks, ‘When are the safe days for having sexual 
intercourse?” 

The answer is, if you are on the Pills, any day is a Safe 
day, If you are not taking the Pills and are not using any other 
kind of birth control and have not worked out your own Safe 
period with a doctor, it is wise to remember that there 
are No days you can be sure are safe for sexual intercourse, 
Generally, a few days just before and just after your menstrual 
period are most likely to be safe. But some women can get 
pregnant even while they’re having their period! : 

Mary Jane asks, ‘‘Can you get pregnant from your first 
intercourse?’ 

Probably by now you can answer this yourself, from the 
things that I have written in the beginning of this column, 
but just in case there is still any doubt, let me say again, 
that you surely can become pregnant from pregnancy at the 
very first intercourse is by having taken the Pill for at 
least a week beforehand or by using one of the other reliable 
birth control methods that we prescribe and explain and tell 
you how to use at Planned Parenthood, And of course, it 
the man uses a rubber (condom) you are safe, because the 
rubber keeps the man’s sperm from entering the body of 
the womaa, 


The discovery of the Pill has been called the most important 
event in the history of birth control, and one that is a real 
boon to more than six million women in America who are

Q. Will my heart condition prevent me from applying for 
medicare? I will be 65 in two months, _ 

A. You should apply immediately at your nearest social 
security office, You can sign up for both parts of medicare, 
A disability will not prevent you from applying, ‘ 

Q. My permanent residence is San Francisco but I will 
be in Florida for several months before and after I become 
65, Where should I’sign up for medicare? 

A. You should sign up during the three months before 
you reach 65 at the nearest social security office in Florida, 

Q. I won’t retire until I am 65, Should I wait until then to 
sign up for medicare? : 

A. No You should complete your application in the three 
months before the month you become 65 or you will not have 
complete medicare protection in the month you reach 65, If 
you can’t visit the social security office during the day, 
call them at 556-3310 and they will advise you how to apply. 

Q. I will be 65 next month, Must I wait until I receive my 
birth certificate from Italy before applying for medicare and 
social security monthly benefits? 

A. No, Visit your social security office as soon as possible 
before the month you become 65, If you complete your ap- 
plication in the month you become 65 or later, full medicare 
protection won’t be available until one of the months after you 
reach 65, 

Q. Ihave been a permanent resident of the United States for 
ten years, but just recently filed my petition to become a 
citizen, I will be 65 in a few months and have never worked, 
Must J be a citizen to be covered by medicare? 

A. No, but there are particular requirements for non- 
citizens, The most important is that you must have been 
admitted for permanent residence and have resided in the 
United States for 5 years prior to application. Be sure to 
visit your social security office for assistance inthe 3 moaths 
before you become 65, 

Q. I do not intend to stop farming when I become 65 in two 
months, Will I be eligible for medicare hospital and medical 
coverage? 

A. You can continue working past 65 and still be eligible 
for medicare protection, Since it is very important to enroll 
within the 3 months before you become 65, visit your social 
security office now with some proof of your age, 

Q. I have Blue Cross-Blue Shield coverage now. Would 
there be any benefit in applying for medicare? | will be 65 
in 4 months, 

A. Many health and accident insurance plans automatically 
change your coverage when you become 65, Ask your insurance 
representative about this and get in touch with your social 
security office no later than 3 months before you reach 65, 

Q. Iam a waitress downtown, Mvbosstells me [ must keep 


taking the Pill today. 

Every once in a while we hear of someone who has had 
serious side effects and like all rumors these stories can 
get blown up into real big balloons. 2 

Td like to go into these cases that have been reported and 
examine the facts. Fortunately several research institutions 
and hospitals have been carrying on long term studies of 
women on the Pill—some of the women studied have been 
taking the Pill for eleven years and have reported no serious 
side effects of any kind. The companies that manufacture 
the Pills are also carrying on long term tests. To date the 
U.S. government and the World Health Organization have 


concluded that at this time they cannot discover any link: 


between taking the Pill and serious illness, 

The Pill is just about 100% reliable in preventing preg- 
nancy when properly taken. Let us not forget though that all 
drugs, and this includes the Pill, should be taken under 
advice of a doctor and with continued medical supervision, 
This means that if you are taking the Pill you should have 
a checkup twice a year with your doctor or clinic. 

There are some conditions, some diseases of the body, 
which become aggravated by the Pill and must therefore be 
watched. In most cases these are conditions that would be 
aggravated far more by pregnancy. It is the doctor’s job 
to determine whether each individual patient has any condition 
that might become aggravated by the Pill, andhe must decide 
for each woman whether it is the right thing for her to take, 
If he decides that it would not be safe in a particular case, 
the doctor can give other birth control methods. 

Blood clots in the veins or in the lungs have been reported 
to have occurred to some women who were taking the Pill, 
Such blood clots however have occurred in women for years 
before the Pill was discovered and are more frequent now 
than they were before the use of the Pill. We can therefore 
conclude that in all probability these women would have 
developed blood clots if they had not been on the Pill, 
However, as I have stated above, studies are still continuing 
to determine both the beneficial and adverse side-effects, 

Women on the Pill soon discover that their menstrual periods 
are more regular, less painful and often their general body 
well-being is greater. If the doctor prescribes the Pill as 
suitable for you, you can feel easy in your mind about taking 
it if you are sure to have that checkup regularly and if you 
take the Pills exactly as you are-instructed,

a record of my tips and pay the social security tax to him 
at the end of every month, Is this true? 

A. Yes, if your tips in amonthamount to $20 or more from 
any one employer you must pay the social security tax, Be- 
cause your employer will send in the report of the tips, 
they will be added to your social security record and you and 
your dependents will have greater social security protection 
in the event of your retirement, disability or death. 

Q. I have to pay the social security tax on the tips I receive 
from patrons, What good does it do me? 

A. Social security benefits are based onhow much a person 
earns over the years, By adding your tips to your regular 
wages, your social security benefit will be higher, 

Q. I will be retiring soon and would like to file my claim 
for social security befor then. However, I am not able to 
visit the social security office during its nomal hours, How 
can | take care of my claim for benefits? ; 

A. You should file your claim for social security two or 
three months before you reach 65, The social security office 
at 761 So. Van Ness Ave. is normally open from 8-30 to 
4:30 Monday through Friday. To better serve the public, 
the office is also open Thursday from 8-30 to 7-30. 

Q. I am getting ready to file an application for social 
security benefits since I will be retiring soon, What do I 
total earnings for your most recent year of work. However, 

A. When you apply for your social security benefits, you 
should take your social security card, birth certificate or 
other evidence of your age, and, if available, evidence of your 
total earnings fro your most recent year of work. However, 
if you do not have all of these documents, do not delay filing 
your application, Any evidence needed can be submitted after 
the claim is made, 

Q. I plan to retire before I am 65, How will this affect my 
social security benefits? 

A. It is possible to recieve moathly retirement benefits 
from social security as early as age 62. If benefits begin 
before 65, however, they will be reduced, This can be as much 
aS 20 percent less at 62, Your social security office can 
furnish an estimate of your benefit amount, 

Q. My mother needs help with her social security claim, 


but has been ill and unable to visit the office. What should 


she do? 

A. While a visit at the local office is preferred, many 
social security matters can be handled by mail or telephone, 
If this is not possible, and your mother cannot travel to the 
office, a representative from your local social security office 
will visit her at home, 

Q. I will be 65 soon but do not plan to retire yet. Is there 
anything I have to do about social security? 

A. Even if you plan to keep working, you should file your 
social security application in two to three months before 65, 
This will give you protection under medicare as soon as you 
are 65, Also, it is possible in some cases to pay benefits 
for at least part of the year even when you work full-time all 


year,

‘cemergency”? job program 
proposals designed to get the 
jobless off the streets this 
summer, these experts sug- 
gest that such employment 


must be a good deal more than 
the merely ‘‘made work’? jobs 
reminiscent of the WPA era 
if they are to have a lasting 
effect on the problem of ghetto 
joblessness, 

Curtis C, Aller, associate 
manpower administrator of the 
U.S. Department of Labor, 
outlined some of the ramifi- 
cations in testimony the other 
day before a subcommittee of 
the Senate Committee on Gov- 
ernment Operations, one of a 
number of Congressional pan- 
els looking into the manpower 
problem, 

If one word were required 
to sum up Allers’ major point, 


that word would have to be 
‘‘motivation,’? If employment 
programs for the hardcore 
are to be successful, he told 
the subcommittee, the work- 
ers are going to have to be 
motivated to work,

available employment paid too 
little to provide for their 
families, 

Aller defined the challenge 
facing the public as one of 
convincing the hardcore that 
other alternatives are less 
attractive than gainful employ- 
ment. in obtaining the good 
things of life, 

‘«Dead-end and low quality 
jobs are simply not sufficient 
inducements to get people to 
beat a path to the hiring 
gate,’? he said, Also advo- 
cated were substantial train- 
ing allowances and intensive 
counseling designed to encour- 
age trainees to stay on the 
job. 

Aller praised the self-help- 
self-confidence programs of 
the Opportunities Industrial- 
ization Centers pioneers in 
Philadelphia by the Rev. Leon 
Sullivan, 

He warned, however, that no 
single program can do the job 
and said that dramatic break- 
throughs were unlikely, ‘‘Mo- 
tivation, self-confidence, and 
self-esteem are amenable to 
change,’’ he said, ‘*This much 
we have established, The task 
ahead consists of further im- 
proving the strategies of 
change which have already 
proved effective...”
